AUDITORS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Strafford: 


In accordance with a vote of the town meeting of 1950, 
your auditors employed the services of accountants from 
the office of the State Auditor of Accounts, who performed 
an audit of the accounts of the town and at its completion 
made due report of their findings to the proper town offic- 
ers. The report indicated cash assets of the town of 
$4,647.28, and of the school district of $18,403.98 as of 
December 31, 1949, which amounts are in agreement with 
the unexpended balances as shown in the last town report. 

Recommendations made by the accountants, of which 
we approve, are as follows: | 

“We recommend that the use of town checks be re- 
stricted to the payment of town obligations and that the 
present practice of drawing checks to make change in the 
collection of taxes or to cash checks should .be discontinued. 

“Creditors’ invoices wherever available should be at- 
tached to the town orders. 

“Surety bonds for newly-elected town officers are 
underwritten by local residents for ‘the ensuing year.’ In 
our opinion such surety bonds do not cover town officers 
whose term of office extends for more than one year as re- 
quired by Section 3533 of the Vermont Statutes. Moreover, 
there was no information on file in regard to the financial 
responsibility of the sureties.” 
~ Other suggestions were made relative to procedure and 
practices, most of which are now being followed by the 
several town officers concerned. 

~- Your auditors would hereby suggest to..the. several 
town officers authorized to draw orders on the town treas- 
urer to specify in detail on said vouchers for what purpose 
or purposes they are drawn. 

The accounts of the town for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1950, have been duly examined, and your auditors 
find them correct to the best of their knowledge and belief.

In accordance with established custom, we are pre- 
senting a summary of State assistance payments during 
1950 to individuals applying from Strafford. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and 
Federal sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which 
the town or city participates to the extent of 1214% and 
Committed Children for whom the municipality reimburses 
the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all programs 
continues to reflect the economic consequences of the deval- 
uation of the American Dollar. 


Approximately 80% of all welfare and assistance in 
Vermont is paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately 
fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average pay- 
ments than the National average. Ninety-six cents out of 
each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients and only 
four cents is used for administration. No other State has a 
better record.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


During the past year twenty cases of mumps and one 
case of chickenpox have been reported; otherwise, the health 
of the Town, and especially of the schools, has been gener- 
ally good. | 

I have made inspection of all schools, as required by 
law, and was accompanied this year by two members of the 
School Board. Drinking water from all schools has been 
tested by the State Laboratory of Hygiene. One sample 
showed traces of intestinal bacteria, and not safe for drink- 
ing purposes, so water from another spring was tested and 
proved wholesome and is now being used. 

Further inspection of the Newton School was made 
with Mr. E. C. Vail, from the Department of Public Health, 
and the members of the School Board. Mr. Vail made sev- 
eral recommendations in regard to water supply, plumbing, 
and lighting. Some of these recommendations have been 
carried out and the School Directors are planning on fur- 
ther improvements as time and money will permit. 

I want to thank the School Board, Mr. Vail, and the 
State Department of Public Health for their splendid co- 


operation and interest in the health of our schools.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 
To the Citizens of the Town of Strafford: 


It has been suggested that the School Directors include 
a written report to the voters of the town to explain more 
fully the conditions and needs of our schools. With this 
purpose in mind we submit the following report. 

Some repair of our school buildings has been made dur- 
ing the year past. The Newton School in South Strafford 
was painted two coats outside. The old part of the Newton 
School was re-roofed with absetos shingles. Also the base- 
ment gymnasium was repaired and repainted in compliance 
with health regulations. It is now used for play, although 
it is not ideal as far as lighting and ventilation are concern- 
ed. Basketball hoops for the playground were donated by 
Miss Tyson and put up. Considerable work was done to 
complete the new part of the Newton School — especially on 
windows and ventilation system. Other minor repairs were 
made on all schools as found necessary. 

Needed repairs for another year include a new ceiling 
in the first and second grade room at the Newton School, 
painting the outside of Old City School and inside of Miller’s 
Pond School. 

You will notice the item Bus Garage $500 paid to the 
Strafford Firemen’s Association. For this consideration 
and a share in the expense of heating the building, we have 
the privilege of housing our school bus. This seemed neces- 
sary, to take proper care of the vehicle. 

As of the first of January, 1951, it became necessary 
(owing to the moving of a family in the Miller’s Pond Dis- 
trict to a distance greater than five miles from school) to 
transport students to that school. 

The most practical solution resulted in the purchase of 
a second-hand four-wheel-drive panel truck to convert to a 
school bus. This is an added expense which had not been 
anticipated. However, transportation in this case was vital 
in order to comply with state law and to remedy a long 
standing problem in the Miller’s Pond District. 

In regard to one of the major increases in our proposed 
budget for next year, high school tuition. This is based on 
an anticipated increase in students attending high school 
and not on increases in tuition charges. We have 18 pupils 
in the eighth grade this year. If (and we hope they will) 
they all go to high school, this would give us a total of 33 
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high school students for next year. This year there are 24. 
This item in itself, at $175 tuition each (the present rate), 
would mean an increase of approximately $1,600. 

On the basis of this anticipated expense and the fact 
that all expenses pertaining to our schools are continually 
rising, we recommend a tax of $3.25 on the dollar of the 
Grand List to be raised in order to properly maintain and 
carry on our schools.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Board of School Directors and Citizens of Strafford: 


This report is for the school year ending June 30, 1950, 
and is a part of the report of the Board of School Directors 
required by law. 

Two one-teacher schools were maintained for thirty- 
five weeks. The Strafford two-teacher village school burned 
in October, after which time the pupils and teachers were 
transferred to the Newton School for the remainder of the 
year. The Newton School was maintained for thirty-five 
weeks beginning with three teachers and ending with five 
teachers. The average number of pupils enrolled was 1389, 
and the average daily attendance was 121.47. Tuitions were 
paid for three elementary school pupils and twenty-two high 
school pupils. The average cost per pupil was, for element- 
ary schools $191.41, and for high school $184.09. Fifty-two 
elementary school pupils were transported at an average 
cost of $46.39. 

The total number of different elementary school pupils 
enrolled was 144. One hundred twenty-one were promoted, 
thirteen were promoted conditionally, two were not promot- 
ed, and eight were transferred to other schools. Physical 
examinations resulted in the correction of five defects of 
vision and immunization of forty-three against smallpox, 
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and forty-five against diphtheria. Forty-three were given 
the Patch test to determine susceptibility to scarlet fever. 

When the Strafford School burned a used school bus 
was purchased at a reasonable cost and pupils were trans- 
ported to the Newton School without loss of time. The com- 
bining of the two schools has resulted in an improvement 
in the organization of the instruction. All of the pupils of 
the attendance area attend the one school, which has two 
grades in each classroom. This results in greater efficiency 
since each teacher has charge of only two grades and the 
range of individual differences among the children at each 
stage of learning is greatly lessened. The children receive 
advantages from being in larger groups with others more 
nearly their own age and degree of physical and social ma- 
turity. | | 

I am grateful to the school directors, parents, teachers, 
community organizations, and townspeople for their sup- 
port.
